Jourt, ll., Nov. 18.-—One of the 
most atrocions crimes ever brought 
into a court of justice is now on trial in 
the Circuit Court in this city. The 
cage is intensely sensational and in- 
volves Henry Feil of Green Garden, 
his wife, Mrs. Louise Feil, Miss Carrie 
Kinhoff, and a number of young girls 
rapging in ‘age from 11 to 17 yeara. 
They worked, one at a time, at the 
home of Henry Feil. . Their. stay was 
short at Feil’s, and they all left under 
mysterfons circumstances: very ‘soon 
after going there. The girls are all 
daughters of respectable, wellto-do 
German parents, who swear vengeance 
against Feil. 

It is charged that the girls were en- 


‘ticed to the home of Feil by his wife 


under the pretext that her husband 
was sick and she wanted help to do 
the housework. The girls all fell ill 
and bad to be treated by physicians. 
The evidence of three reputable phy- 
sicians, Dr. Henry ‘of Frankfort, Dr. 
Haas of Green Garden, and Dr. Sea- 
slee of New Lennox, goes to show that 
they had treated the defendant, Henry 
Feil, Annie Luebben, Carrie Kinhoff 
and Annie Brockman for serious ail- 
ment. The matter coming to the 
knowledge of the parents confessions 
were unavoidable. First one after an- 
other confessed and Heory Feil was 
placed under arrest. The evidence 
discloses a state of bestiality almost 
unparalleled. 

The community is in the most ‘in. 
flamed state of excitement. Thecrime 
alleged is inhumanly atrocious and 
extremely revolting, and the evidence 
appears to be direct, positive and over- 
whelming. Lynching is freely talked 
of, and may yet take place. Fail’s

The United States scout in active service 
wears his hair cut short, in soldier fashion, 
because be has to sleep on the ground for 
weeks at a time, and if he wore long and 
fiowing locks they would give him consid- 
erable trouble by affording a choice variety 
of insects @ refuge and a dwelling-place. 
Then again, outside of some town in which 
they wanted with a pardonable vanity to 
show off, Inever saw ene of them in a buck- 
skin suit. it is toowarm in summer and 
not warm enoughin winter. The scout is @ 
good shot, but that is a virtue he shares in 
common with nearly every man and boy on 
the frontier. 

There is very little romance, but plenty 
of hardship about the life of a scout. He is 
not selécted for his dashing airs and reck- 
less bravery, but for the only quality in de- 
mand with army officers, 
knowledge of the country in which the 
troops are to operate, and especially of the

panies, The white scouts are usually 
men who have been employes of the 
San Carlos and Mescalero Apache Reserva- 
tion or Indian agencies. They are, from 
constant association with the Indians, well 
acquainted with their character and habits 
and frequently speak a little Apache. The 
Apaches, with few exceptions, speak Span- 
ish, and it is usually the language they use 
in communicating with the Indian agent 
and the employes of the agency. A white 
man who makes himself useful to the In- 
dians by doing them little favors is, in time, 
taught “to read sign.’’ 


A scout who can read “sign” can tell you by _ 


examining a trail over which horses have 
passed if they were ridden or led, and if 
both, the number ridden and the number 
led. Even when shod he can tell whether 
the horses were American or Mexican. If 
the trail be made by men on foot he can tell 
if it be an Indian trail or simply the trail of 
Mexicans wearing moccasins. In a hostile 
party he can tell by the trail how many are 


bucks and how many are squawsand chil- _ 


dren, and s0 on overa field of observation 
as extensive as interesting. 
The scout thus qualified tinds no difficulty

in obtaining employment in the Southwest, | 
where Apache outbreaks are of almost | 


yearly occurrence. He is engaged, subject 
to the approval of the commander of the dis- 
trictor department—New Mexico is a mili- 
tary district, while Arizona is a military de- 
partment—at a salary of ,120 a month and a 
ration for his horse.

About thirty men form a company which is 


placed under the command of a Lieutenant | 
of the regular army with whom is associated | 


a chief cf scouts who acts as the medium of | 
communication between the officer and his 
command. About six soldiers, as a measure 
of precaution against mutiny, are attached 
to each company of scouts. The period of 
service of an Indian scout is only six months, 
“unless sooner discharged,” and he is paid 
thirty dollars a month. His rifle generally 
provides his ration, as the Apache detests 
army bacon, preferring even the abandoned 
carcass of an army mule. 

The Indian scout companies are not popu- 
lar on the frontier. They are considered to 
be onby training schools for the hostiles, and 
as some of the most desperate of the 
Apaches have been scouts, such as Bonita 
and Chatto, the antipathy of the frontiers- 
men is not altogether without reason. The 
fact that the Indian scouts of the Govern- | 
ment are without uniform adds to the an- 
noyanee of the people of the frontier who, 
except they see the Indians accompanied by 
a white man; can not tell them from hostiles.
